Narkiss says Abundance of holiday

TEL AVIV. — Shoppers were in 
abundance at shops and super- 
markets yesterday, stocking up 
on provisions needed for the first 
of this month's festive holiday 
meals. Rosh Hashana eve coinci-

Merchandise also appeared to be 
in abundance in the stores, with 
holiday gift packs and baskets com- 
peting for space with supplies for 
the new schoo! year. No pre-holiday 
Price hikes were apparent, with 
most shoppers agreeing that al- 
though prices aré higher than a 
year ago, they are relatively stable. 

The only exceptions were fruits 
and vegetables, which are costlier 
because they are not in season. 
Carrots, found in many Rosh Ha- 
shana meals in the form of teim- 
‘mes, were being retailed at 17.2.1 
a kilo. The only citrus available in 
most markets was the iemon, seiling 
at TL7.30. Although peaches and 
plums were reasonable throughout 
the summer, some rises were noti- 
ceable as their season ends. Each 
costs about 11.4.00. 

Price were quite low for season- 
able fruits and vegetables. Peppers 
sold at 112.00 2 kilo, while toma. 
toes cost IL1.50. Grape prices range 
from IL2.40 to 11.4.30, and honeydew 
melon was 112.80. 

Traditional on most Rosh Hasha- 
na holiday tables is the apple dipped 
in ‘honey to symbolize a sweet new 
year. A kilo of Tnuva's natural ho-~ 
ney sold at 11.16.00, while 450 grams 
of pure honey retailed at IL9.30. 
The price of apples depended on 
the type, size and colour with prices 
between 1.2.36 and 11.5.80. 

Among the other vegetables ayail- 
able, onions were IL1.10 2 kilo, 


cabbage IL2.60, cucumbers 11.3.80, 
Squash IL3.80, and string beans 
IL6.60. Corn, still in season, sold 
at TL2.60. 

Carp, a holiday must in many 
families, sold at the fixed price of 
3111.00 a kilo, with a kilo of silver 
carp cheaper ait IL820. Fresh 
chicken costs 1L10.40 per kilo, while 
frozen chickens range from 118.00 
to 1111.00. A whole turkey reiails 
at TL13, whereas separate cuts of 
turkey go as high as 1125.00. 
Fresh beef prices ranged from 
1123.00 to 134, and frozen beef 
ranged from TLi15.50 to IL25, dep- 
ending on the cut. 

Deparhment stores reported brisk 
business with much of the shopping 
attributed to the gift certificates 
many employers give thelr workers. 
Most of these certificates are used 
in the household wares departments. 
Liquor and candy stores are buay. 

On the sidewalks, the retailing 
of a variety of New Year's greet- 
ing cards continues in full swing. 
Some Succot decorations ang even 
colourful Simhat Tora paper flags 
made their appearance yesterday on 
some Stands.

Portable sewage processing 
machine shown in Rishon

RISHON LEZION. — A new, port- 
able processing plant to purify 
sewage was demonstrated at the 
Dan Region oxidation pools here 
yesterday. ‘The process converts 
sewage into high-grade purified 
water suitable for agricultura) use. 
This process is being tried by 
Israel Desalination Engineering 
Ltd, which believes that it will 
not only permit the recovery of 


high-quality water, but will also 


allow for the recovery and concen- 
tration of algae from the oxidation 
pools which will replace imported 
protein food supplements. 

The mobile demonstration unit is 
capable of providing 20 cubic 
metres of purified water per day. 
The company is now planning to

Representatives from Lebanon, 
Syria, Begypt and Algeria criticized 
8. UN -document on the issue for 
failing to distinguish between “com- 
mon, crimina) terrorism" and ‘the 
justified violence of a people fight- 
ing against oppression.” 

‘There was not much immediate 
reaction from among the 1,100 dele- 
gates and criminologists from 90 


|} nations attending the fifth UN Con- 


gress on the Prevention of Crime 
and the Treatment of Offenders. 
But US. delegate Francis Dale ex- 
pressed “regrets at the efforts by 
some delegations to politicize the 
(terrorism) issue. The U.S. rejects 
terrorism in any circumstance,” he 
said. It “seeks reduction or elimi- 
nation of its causes ... but until 
the causes are eliminated feels ter- 
rorism should be prosecuted.” 

(Israel withdrew from the meet- 
ing because an observer from the 
terrorist Palestine Liberation Or- 
genization had been invited.) 

The Arabs were objecting to a 
UN working paper prepared for 
discussion here, which saya there is 
“near universal recognition that 
bloodshed, terrorization and destruc- 


tion of the innocent should be 
avoided, even in the iegitimate 
struggle for national  self-deter- 
mination.” 


“We are amazed at this asser- 
tion,” an Egyptian speaker told the 
Congress. “No state aggressor can 
deny a victimized people the right 
to defend itself.” 

Libyan delegate ἘΠῚ Hofari de- 
nounced the paper as a “minority 
opinion,” and said: “How can we 
keep Palestinians from fighting as 
long as the Zionist regime seeks to 
exterminate the Palestine People?” 

Lebanese delegate El Augi claim- 
ed there was a general trend today 
to use the concept of terrorlam as 
“an umbrella to conceal unjustified 
aggression.”

WINDHOEK, South West Africa 
(Reuter),— A bugging device found 
at a private meeting on the eve 
of Monday's opening of a constitu. 
tional conference on the future of 
South West Africa (Namibia) threat- 
ened more trouble yesterday for 
the talks. 

Reliable conference sources said 
the device was discovered in the 
lounge of the Grand Hotel here on 
Sunday shortly before the meeting 
between the Herero, Damara, Nama 
and Tswane tribal delegations and 
an American constitutional lawyer, 
Stuart Schwartz 


Speaking yesterday of the dis- 
covery of the bugging device, the 
conference sources — who declined 
to be named for fear of intimida- 
tlon — said delegates had been ar- 
ranging chairs in the hotel lounge 
when an unidentified white man en- 
tered the room to help. 


A delegate who had noticed the 
man standing by a window then 
found the bugging device stuck ‘to 
the wall behind a curtain. The 
sources said 8 member of one de- 
legation identified it as a trans- 
mitting device. 

The delegates, who were reported 
to be deeply distressed by the dis- 
covery, decided to keep the incident 
secret so that the start of the talks 
the following day should not be 
disrupted. 

But the sources said the matter 
would be raised and a strong pro- 
test lodged, probably when the con- 
ference resumes in full session to- 
day. 

There was no immediate indica- 
tion of who had planted the bug- 
ging device. A spokesman for the 
South African Security Police denied 
aH knowledge of the incident, 


LONDON CHAIN. — A chain of 74 
London restaurants owned by Turk- 
ish Cypriot Ali Salih has gone bust.

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SALISBURY. — The rift within 
Rhodesia's African National Couneil 
became an open split yesterday. 
ANC national chairman Samuel 
Munodawafa announced that he had 
decided to hold an emergency meet- 
ing of the ANC national executive 
council in Salisbury on Sunday, and 
vice-president Elliott Gabellah im- 
mediately announced that he would 
not attend the meeting. He accused 
Munodawafa of acting wunconsti- 
tutionally. 


Munodawafa said he was calling 
the meeting “as a result of numer. 
ous petitions received from the ma- 
jority members of the ANC execu- 
tive expressing concern over the af- 
fairs of the ANC.” 


Gabellah said that he did not con- 
sider Sunday's proposed meeting 
proper and that he was going ahead 
with plans to cali an executive meet- 
ing on September 21, as he had an- 
nounced on Tuesday. He added that 
Munodawafa had no powers under 
the ANC constitution to summon an 
executive council meeting: “I am the 
acting vice-president and he is us- 
urping my powers.” 

The ANC's new unity crisis has 
followed the formation in Lusaka, 
Zambia, earlier this week of an ANC 
external wing, the Zimbabwe Libera- 
tion Council (ZLC}, under the chair- 
manship of the Rev, Ndabaningi 
Sithole, former leader of the militant 
Zimbabwe African National Union 
(Zanul. 


Rhodesia's other top nationalist 
and Sithole's long-standing rival, Jo- 
shua Nkomo, bitterly denounced the 
ZLC yesterday and accused Sithole 
and other external representatives 
of the ANC of either planning to 
form a new party or of trying to 
“hijack” the ANC. 

Nkomo, who before the nationalist 
unity pact last December Ied the 
Zimbabwe African People's Union 
{(Zapu), described Sithole as “this 
militant Httle reverend” who had run 
away from Rhodesia. He accused 
Gabellah of also being in a “conspi- 
Tracy against the people.” 

Sithole, now based in Lusaka, is 
among externally based Rhodesian

Japan arrests 
Red Army men 


TOKYO (UPI). — Two Japanese 
Red Army radicals expelled from 
Sweden were taken into custody yes- 
terday upon their arrival in Tokyo, 
police reported, 

‘The pair — Kyoichi Shimada, 30, 
and Akira Kitagawa, 32 — were de- 
ported by Swedish authorities for 
violation of Sweden's domestic anti- 
terrorist laws. 

Police sald Shimada and Kitagawa 
were placed under police custody on 
charges of forgery of official docu- 
ments and violation of the passport 
Jaw. According to police, Shimada 
had illegally obtained a passport for 
Junzo Okudaira, 26, one of five Red 
Army “soldiers" who seized the U.S. 
Embassy in Kuala Lumpur, Malay- 
sia, last month and fled to Libya. 


scores Sinai 
agreement 


MOSCOW (UPI). — The Soviet 
weekly magazine “New Times” said 
yesterday that the interim agree- 
ment between Egypt and Israel has 
failed to defuse the Middle East 
crisis. In the first direct Soviet com- 
ment on the agreement, “New 
Times” said it freezes the status 
quo with Israel in continuing occu- 
pation of “Arab lands,” and only 
“aggravates the crisis.” 

Because the agreement leaves Is- 
rael in control of much of the Sinai 
peninsula, the political weekly said,. 
“this so-called ‘balanced’ approach 
in fact means the indefinite freezing 
of the present situation.” It also 
claimed that Israel's “so-called 
losses” under the agreement “are 
really insignificant’ compared to 
the country's military, economic and 
political gains. 

“This is the reason the reaction 
among official and public circles in 
many Arab countries to the Sinai 
agreement is one of concern and 
caution,” the paper said. 

‘The Soviet press was otherwise 

ly silent on the agreement, 
but the trade union newspaper 
“Trud" repeated the standard So- 
viet position that “complete with- 
drawal of Israel troops from oc- 
cupied territory is needed to insure 
peace.”

So far, 30 families — selected and 
screened by the Ministry of Defence 
Rehabilitation Department — have 
received these gifts.

Schwartz's mi with 15 of the 
families last Thursday, at the Pal 
Hotel in Tel Aviv. 

“I'm 66 years old and have been 
very lucky and done very well for 
myself. I want to share what I have 

“with my brothers and sisters in 
Israel. This is not charity; what I get 
out of it is worth 50 times the $50,000 I 
am giving.” ; 

Over the past four years, Mr. 
Schwartz has visited Israel 38 times. 


τ Until now, he has come in connection 


with United Jewish Appeal work, but 
this time he decided to do something 
on his own. ‘On this trip, Iam seeing 
a different side of Israel. In the past, 
I saw only luxury hotels and fancy 
offices. Now I am getting to see the 
people,-to understand and share the 
grief of the bereaved. Dr. Kissinger 
is undoubtedly much better in- 
formed than 1 about Israel's political 
situation. But I now have more in- 
sight into the human side of this 
country."" 

Arie Fink, director of the 
Rehabilitation Department of the

“Since these are one-time gifts," a 
senior social worker of the 
Rehabilitation Department explain- 
ed, ‘“'we selected families who have a 
one-time special problem. Many of 
the parents you see here will use this 
money to help them furnish flats. 
Phen there is the widow with two 
children who wants to leave the kib- 
butz where she lived with her hus- 
band. She doesn’t have money to buy 
a flat, and even with help from us she 
would not be abie to manage. This 
gift will be an extra push.” 

The $50,000 which Mr. Schwartz is 
giving to bereaved parents, widows 
and orphans of the Yom Kippur War 
is his own, and he formed a founde- 
tion for this specific purpose. He 
hopes, however, to return in a few 
months with more money and is con- 
sidering forming a public foundation 
and raising funds from others so that 
more families can be helped. ‘In the 
future, I won't limit myself only to 
families of war casualties. J want to 
help other needy people as well... 
But it was Mr. Fink who has given 
me an education on this trip, show- 
ing me another side of Israeli life 
and selecting for me the families in 
need of assistance. I intend to make 
contact with other organizations in 
the future so that I can find needy 
families other than those victimized 
by war." 

Mr. Schwartz has also made 38 
trips to Rumania, his native country 
where he lived until the age of 16, 
and has succeeded in helping 
Rumanian Jewish families leave 
for Iarael. “1 testified before the U.S. 
Congress in favour of the most 
favoured nation trade agreement 
with Rumania. Now 1 have an invita- 
tion to go back there to meet the 
Rumanian premier but I don't now 
if I will go, because what I am doing 
here is more important to me.”

For the truth is that 
Siba'i is a chameleon-like man 
who can take on different 
colours at different times and 
circumstances. A few salient 
facts may suffice. ~ 

Siba'‘i, for example, is the only 
man of Arabic letters to have 
been awarded Moscow's Order 
of Lenin for Literature. But he is 
also the writer most consistently 
attacked by the Arab Left as an 
advocate of everything that is 
reactionary and conservative in 
literature and culture.

CARACAS (Reuter) — Venezuela 
formally took over its vast oi] in- 
dusiry last week to close a chapter of 


foreign control characterized by in-- 


trigue, sharp practice and coups 
@etat. 

President Carlos Andres Perez 
signed a bill last Friday nationaliz- 
ing 5.814 million dollars worth of 
foreign oil assets. 

Under the new law, concessions 
and property of the 18 foreign oll 
companies operating in Venezuela 
will pass to the state on January 1, 
1976. 

Thus, for the first time since a 
country doctor, Carlos Gonzalez 
Bona, stumbled across oil gushes in 
the western jungle in 1870, 
Venezuela, the world’s third oi) ex- 
porter, will have total control of its 
main industry. 

The nationalization bil) provides 
for compensation payments to the 
Dutch, British and United States 
companies here and allows the state 
te continue cooperation with foreign 
countries for specific projects with 
Congressiona] approval. 

As of last Friday the companies — 
mainly U.S, controlled subsidiaries 
of Exxon, Texaco and Mobil, plus 
Royal Dutch Shel) —~ have 60 days to 
agree on compensation terms. The 
law allows them little option but to 
accept a government offer of 1,200m. 
dollars — the official estimate of 
profits they would have made if ex- 
Ploitation agreements had been 
allowed to run their course until ex- 
isting contracts ended in 1983. 

According to the companies’ own 
records, profits remitted abroad 
since the pioneers began operating 
here 60 years ago are at least five 
times that amount. They are not ex- 
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its own oil industry 


pected to wrangle over compensa- 
tion. 

“For too long Venezuela received 
nothing but trinkets for its oil,’’ ex- 
President Rafael Caldera told 
Congress racently. 

His statement reflects the popular 
mood in Venezuela — one of the 
charter members of the Organiza- 
tion of Petroleum Exporting Coun- 
tries \OPEC) — which has tried and 
failed before to wrest its 10,0000m. 
dollar a year industry from foreign 
control. 

From the very beginning, 
Venezuela lost out in the struggle. 

Dr. Gonzalez Bona and others 
tried to set up companies to tap the 
off supplies they found in surface 
wells but they were quickly absorbed 
by John D. Rockefeller’s growing 
empire. 

During the dictatorship of Generat 
Vincente Gomez the U.S., Dutch and 
British companies consolidated their 
positions here and began extracting 
the oil at the prices and quantities 
they needed. 

In 1936 only five per cent of the 
crude oi] extracted by foreign com- 
panies here was refined in Venezuela 
and the state received a meagre six 
U.S. cents per barrel. 

It was not until 1970, a decade 
after the foundation of OPEC, that 
Venezuela first began to gain some 
firm control of its oil resources. 
Production levels began to be cut 
back, from a high of 3,500,000 barrels 
daily to an average now of about 
2,500,000. 

“We're going to need foreign 
technological aid, but now the reins 
of business will be in our hands,” 
International Economic Affairs 
Minister Dr. Manuel Verez Guerrero 
said recently. 


Choking on a sea of oil 


SINGAPORE (UPI). — At a time 
when the rest of the world searches 
fraatically for oil, Indonesia may be 
choking on a sea of it. 

Oil industry experts here report 
that Indonesia production has fallen 
to an official] 1.1 million barrels a day 
and there were indications the next 
figures could show a further drop to 
below one million barrels. Since the 
beginning of this year, oi) production 
in the sprawling archipelago has 
dropped by almost 500,000 barrels 
per day. 

““The companies are shutting down 
their wells,”* one industry source told 
UPI. ‘They can't sell the stuff 
anywhere.”” 

The problem is described as too 
much of a good thing at too high a 
price. Indonesia produces “sweet 
crude’ — a low sulphur content oil 
that is easier to refine and produces 
less pollution when burned. Sweet 


crude has been priced at $12.65 a 
barrel, a premium of $2.50 per 
barre! over normal crude, since the 
oil embargo sent prices 
skyrocketing. 

Nearly 90 per cent of Indonesia's 
production is exported to Japan and 
Japan just doesn't buy as much any 
more. 

“The Japanese have been buying 
more oil from China, and Japanese 
consumption is off a few percent,’ 
the industry source said. ‘‘And when 
it comes to pollution or paying $2.50 
extra a barrel people are begining to 
think that a little more smoke won't 
hurt that much,"" 

The Indonesian government has 
given one company permission to 
sell its sweet crude at $11.60 a barrel, 
and there were reports that the com- 
pay was forgoing another 50 cents 
of its profit and offering the crude at 
$11.10. 


_ Doing something about 
soaring food prices 


“NEW YORK (UPI). == Everybody's 


talking about soaring food prices and 
some are trying to do something 
about them. 

‘The most radical] movement in the 
U.S. is by groups called **Communi- 
ty Untons"’ that are seeking to com- 
pel supermarkets to negotiate price 
margins with customers. 

Tom Coar, an official of the United 
Steelworkers, one of the prime 
moyers in the organization of the 
community union, said response has 
been tremendous. The union has 
been gathering cards from con- 
sumers pledging them not to buy 
from supermarket chains that refuse 
to consult or negotiate about prices 
with the community union. 

In addition, an alliance of farmers 
and consumers gathered in 
Washington recently to challenge the 
food store industry to explain why 
retail prices of meat have been going 
up at a time when cattle prices at the 
ranch have been going down. Some 
farmers said they did not get any 
satisfactory answers to their 
questions from the supermarket 
representatives. 

The food marketing industry's 
most radical approach to the 
problem reported so far ig the 
European-style "‘hypermarket."' 

- The first in the U.S. is to be opened in 
the San Diego area this fall by Hugo 
Mann, a large West German 
operator. 


The hypermarket, which 
originated in France several years 
ago. sells foods and other goods: at 
retail in wholesale lots — canned 
goods by the case, other goods by the 
erate, drum or big burlap bag — and 
at near wholesale prices. According 
to discount store news, the Hugo 
Mann Co. will modify the German 
hypermarket plan somewhat to suit 
American housewives, In Europe, 
fhe hypermarket usually is a 
barnlike warehouse with few con- 
veniences or customer aids. Mann 
evidently doubts American women 
will go that far in changing their buy- 
ing habits. 


Against a background of public 
ferment over high food prices, the 
trade newspaper ‘‘Supermarket 
News" said the whole food store in- 
dustry appears to be “riding on a 
pricing roller coaster," a condition 
that makes day to day planning and 
operation extremely difficult. 

And one large dairy producer said 
unless there is severe drought, 
record harvests and milk surpluses 
this summer could cause price wars. 

A spokesman for the producer 
said, though, the prospect of price 
wars does not worry him. He said he 
would rather have lower prices than 
a resumption of the consumer 
resistance that ‘‘came dangerously 


᾿ close to reaching boycott levels" a 


few months back.

INTERIM AGREEMENT WITH EGYPT. 


“NO MORE INTERIM 
agreements —.with Egypt or any 
other Arab country," is the 
political programme of Police 
Minister Shlomo Hillel, the only 
member of the Cabinet who did 
not vote for this week's Sinai ac- 
cord. 

One of the reasons why Hillel 
abstained, although 18 other 
Cabinet Ministers backed the 
Sinai accord, was that in his opi- 
mion the accord gave Egypt too 
much territory, in return for in- 
adequate political concessions to 
Israel. 

Hillel, who had many years of 
diplomatic experience before 
entering the Cabinet in 1969, con- 
siders it counterproductive now 
to dwell on the whys and 
wherefores of the Sinai accord. 
Instead, he would urge his 
colleagues -- and the nation 
generally — to realise that the 
three years of the accord must 
be utilised to plan ahead, and to 
take action. 

“Whether the Sinai accord is 
good or bad, it gives us room to 
manoeuvre and time to work 
towards an agreement with the 
Arab states, based on territorial 
compromise," he told Zhe Post 
the day after the Cabinet vote. 

“The worst thing of all would 
be for us to go to sleep for three 
years and do nothing. 

“It would be just as bad to 
adopt the Sinai agreement as our 
standard pattern, and seek 
similar interim accords with 
Syria and Jordan. We would be 
giving away chunks of territory 
all around, with very limited 
political return, in a vicious cir- 
cle of auto-salami,” Hillel warn- 
ed 


“The toughest course of all, 
but the only one entailing 
possibilities of a breakthrough 
for the future, would be to seek 
overall peace agreements."" 

The first step, Hillel suggests, 
should be to find out whether 
Syria is willing to conclude an 
overall peace. If the answer is 
“‘yes,"” the form of negotiation 
need not be important. “It can 
be face to face, back to back, 


through a mediator, or at Geneva. 


It’s the content that matters. No 
side should pose prior con- 
ditions. Each side, understan- 
dably, will have its long- 
‘Standing aspirations." 

He would not envisage dis- 
mantling any Golan settlements 
in the context of an interim 
agreement with Syria, which in 
any case he disfavours. But un- 
der a peace agreement, various 
ways of handling the settlement 
issue would have to be con- 
sidered, he admits. He did not 
elaborate. 


No more 
interim 
-accords

Israel should propose an 
overall peace agreement’ with 
Jordan as well, he urges. A 
territorial compromise with Jor- 
dan should not be ruled out, 
therefore. Consideration would 
have to be given to a large 
number of alternative ap- 


proaches “‘to what is our most ᾿ 


‘complex challenge,"’ he said, 
referring implicitly to Judea and 
Samaria. 

“Our relations with Jordan 
have been marked by a long 
histery of de facto coexistence," 
Hillel recalls. “Any agreement 
with Jordan enabling open 
borders and unhindered access, 


should enable us to be far more 
flexible about one place or 
another within the occupied 
areas.” 

He adds flatly: ‘“There is no 
room for a separate Palestine 
state. Any Palestinian problem 
must find its solution with Jor- 
dan as the basis. The 
Palestinians cannot be con- 
sidered apart from the East 
Bank. They are at home there. If 
you dismember their area, you 
dismember their people." 


HILLEL IS WORRIED because’ 
the negotiations for the Sinai ac- 
cord uncovered certain weak 
points in Israel’s internal fabric. 

“We proved ourselves over- 
dependent on foreign aid and on 
external considerations general- 
ly. Our lack of internal strength 
hampered our bargaining 
power. Both the United States 
and Egypt charted their course 
in the negotiations, to allow for 
our social and economic inade- 
quacies.”’ ᾿ 

He therefore urges that the 
three years’ breathing space be 
utilised to the hilt. Hillel says: 
“We dare not relax and take 
things easy. We must build up 
our economic and social 
strength, before we conduct any 
more talks with the Arabs. We 
must do that, equally so, lest war 
should face us." 


HILLEL IS SURE that when the 
Cabinet comes to review the 
aftermath of the Sinai accord, 
the question of talks for an 
overall peace will inevitably 
come up. When that happens, he 
will argue his case. 

American considerations must 
naturally be allowed for, 
whether these are referred to as 
pressure, or advice, or 
whatever. “1 don't regard 
American influence as a 
bad thing at all, in Itself," he 
stresses. ‘But we have to debate 
from a stronger position than we 
were in just now. To do that, we 
must make ourselves stronger.” 

As for the Soviet Union, Hille] 
suggests that some sort of re- 
appraisal may be going on in 
the Kremlin. “The Soviets realise 


that their lack of ‘relations with’ 


Israel has been a disadvantage 
rather than an advantage, in 
their attempts to influence 
developments in the Middle 
East. It did not help them, 
either, to pursue a clear-cut anti- 
Israel and pro-Arab policy. The 
Soviets will want to enjoy 
relations with both sides once 
again, as before 1967, and there’s 
no doubt they know the way 


Israel feels about that," Hillel’ 


said. 


‘Gains outweigh U.S. 
involvement fuss

QUESTIONS to be asked about - 


the accord negotiated between 
Israel and Egypt by U.S. 


Secretary οἵ: State Kissinger. 


But they go to matters of fine 
detail, not to cosmic, Vietnam- 
inspired doubts about the role of 
America in the world. 

On that general level, indeed, 


the accord is’ an undoubted 


success. It advances at relative- 
ly small risk and cost to the 
United States the interests of 


Israel, of the moderate Arabs - 


and perhaps of peace itself. 
. The starting point for analysis 
is something many people ap- 
parently find very hard. That is 
to acknowledge the many gains 
achieved by Dr. Kissinger. 
The big gainers are the 
moderate Arabs. President 
Sadat, without giving anything, 
receives a big slice of territory 
claimed by Egypt in the Sinai 
Desert. He puts the Suez Canal 
and its cities out of reach of 


Israeli guns. He achieves favour . 


in Washington, with assurances 
of more economic assistance 
and the ‘conferred by an 
early visit to the United States. 


OTHER ARAB LEADERS 
prepared to negotiate with Israel 
are equally strengthened. Presi- 
dent Assad of Syria has gone 
along with the Egyptian-Israeli 
accord in silence — a sure sign 
he expects to be in on the next 
round of Mideast peace talks. 
King Hussein of Jordan has a 
new lease on life. The oj] coun- 
tries, notably Saudi Arabia, no 
longer have to apologize for do- 
ing business with the United 
States. 

At best they will get what they: 
have always most desired — a 
peace. At worst they will have to 


fight another war. But they will: 


be several billion dollars richer 
in economic and military 
assistance from. the United 
States. They will be on good 
terms — not indifferent or 
hostile ones — with their only 
reliable friend. : 

The United States does most of 
the paying. It. has to ante up 
some three billion dollars in 
military and economic aid to 
Israel. It also agrees to furnish 
some 200 civilians to man an 
early-warning station. 


‘WEIGHED AGAINST these 


debits are clear American gains. 
Ata minimum, the United States 
has averted a war between now 
and the Presidential elections. 
Moreover, the United States 
emerges as the only significant 
peswer in the Middle Hast. It is 
there not as an adversary but as 
the friend — the only friend — of 
both Israel and the Arabs who 


‘eount. It has shown that the 


Soviet Union is not around when 


᾿ξ comes to constructive effort. It 


has, as Dr. iger's latest 
wisit to Saudi Arabia indicates, 
developed some arguments for 
the Arab states to follow 
ἃ moderate policy on oil prices. 
In weighing up the risks and 
gains for the United States, the 
main question is: what next? 
More apecifically, what un- 
derstanding does Dr. Kissinger 
have with the Israelis and the 
Syrians about the next step in 
the settlement talks? What is the 
exact pledge he has from Presi- 
dent Sadat that Egypt will not 
take its territorial gains and 
then open a new war against 
Israel? 
’The answer to these questions 
would help determine the exact 
nature of the Egyptian-Israeli 


_ accord. They would show 


- whether Dr. Kissinger has mere- 

ly bought a little time, or set in 
motion, as I tend to believe, a 
process for making peace. 


UNFORTUNATELY, these are 
not the questions being asked in 
the Congress and the press. The 
questions being asked have to do 
with whether the 200 American 
monitors in the early-warning 
stations will not be the nucleus of 


ἃ new Vietnam. 


That line of questioning is an 
intellectual embarrassment. It 
-confuses intercession as a 
neutral with intervention on one 
side. It mixes up what the United 
States did in Vietnam with the 
contributions made regularly to 
peackeeping forces hy, say, 
Sweden. ° 
But, I suppose we must take 
this bogus line of questioning 
philosophically. It is no new 
thing ‘for people to imagine the 
past and remember the future. It 
was clear long ago that the 
lessons learned from Vietnam 
would be no small part of the 
tragedy. © ὌΝ

Sir, — In reference to the article 
by Judy Siegel on the volunteer 
teachers from New York (August 
Paleo ee uce sneme, arith the 
ements regarding the teaching of 
Black and Puerto Rican students in 
New York City, as opposed to 
teaching Israel! students. The 
teachers who were interviewed for 
this article indicated great pleasure 
and enthusiasm at the prospect of 
working with their Israeli students. 
Nowhere was there any indication 
that, on the contrary, the Black and 
Puerto Rican students whom they 
taught in the New York City 
classrooms were. as a group, 
“alienated and unwilling.” Students 
all over the world fall into two 
categories: those who are willing to 
learn and those who are unwilling to 
learn. The implication that our 
teachers consider Black and Puerto 
Rican students “alienated or un- 
willing’ Is, therefore, a misinter- 
pretation of the teachers’ 
statements. 

While I can appreciate the fact 
that the presence of a volunteer 
group in Israel raises in the minds of 
newspaper reporters here the in 


.evitable question of the allya poten- 
tial of the group involved, I very 
much question the statement in the 
third paragraph from the end: “The 
worry that the well-paid New York 
jobs must some day end, as Spanish- 
speaking teachers are hired to 
replace them, leads to debates 
among New Yorkers on whether to 
tome on aliya.” This is an un- 
warranted assumption om the part of 
the reporter. These teachers were 
here for the summer for the express 
purpose of teaching English to disad- 
vantaged students. Our teachers 
taught in such varied places as 
Katamon Tet, Ramat Eshkol, ΜᾺ ὋΣ 
Zion, and as far south as Ashkelon. 
Their experiences in these places 
have enriched their lives con- 
siderably as well as those of their 
students. They received an insight 
into Israeli society which they could 
not have got had they simply 
come as tourists. The teaching ex- 
perience, itself, as well as the added 
reward of a deeper appreciation of 
Israeli society are the raison d'etre 
for this entire volunteer programme.

As a resident of a middle 
American city in which Jews are 
very much a minority, I can assure 
Mr. Ben-Ezer and other doubting 
Zionists that grass-roots respect for 
Jewish rights and values is more a 
function of Israel's ongoing struggie 
for national liberation than all the 
contributions that Jewish intellec- 
tuals have made to the worlds of art, 
acience, literature and politics. To be 
sure, nationalism and ethnocentrism 
are still very much a part of the 
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world in which we live, and while 
Jews in the U.S. and other Western 
countries have achieved a certain in- 
teHectual and ecenomic parity with 
their Gentile neighbours, this equali- 
ty and sometimes superiority has 
caused widespread fear and hostility 
toward Jews which has formed a 
renewed basis for anti-Semitism. 

Most people do not read books, nor 
do they attend intellectual dis- 
cussions. What they do read in the 
newspapers or view on television is a 
picture of Jews In Israel fighting for 
their rights to be free. It does not 
take an intellectual to discern that 
freedom is a universal quest — a 
quest which for Israei has earned the 
respect. admiration and identifica- 
tion of all peoples everywhere.
